This week I am leading a preached retreat for about thirty Religious sisters at the American Martyrs 
Retreat House in Cedar Falls, Iowa. The retreat is based on a piece of artwork entitled. Biblical Women: 
Guides to the Kingdom of God, by artist Lucy D' Souza, who is from India. The painting consists of seven 
separate panels, each allowing for reflection on women who have said yes to God. 

Reflecting on these women has been a fascinating encounter for me— 
especially in reading about and praying over this panel of Elizabeth and 
Mary. The artist has created an unusual representation of the visitation 
scene. Elizabeth, clearly pregnant, is dancing toward Mary, who is 
obviously praising God with the Magnificat: "He has put down the mighty 
from their thrones, and exalted those of low degree; he has filled the 
hungry with good things, and the rich he has sent away empty." (Luke 
1.52-53) Mary thus reveals her Son's message of the coming Kingdom of 
God, which reverses the usual order of things. This God cares especially for 
the lowly, the hungry, the downtrodden, and the exploited. 

The beauty of the scene is two women, one older, one younger, sharing faith together. Their 
companionship gives life and love to one another as they both say yes to God in their lives. 

This beautiful painting came to mind again when Kelli Wilson gave me a call last week. Kelli has an 
awesome idea for sharing her faith with the young girls in our parish—modeling the story of Elizabeth 
and Mary. Below is Kelli's invitation: 

It has been on my heart to gather together a group ofOLBH girls this summer, ages 9 and up, to 
share our faith through prayer, service, and fun. We will meet every Wednesday at 10:30 am 
from June 25 through July 23.

Scripture 

■ I bore you up on eagle wings and brought you here to myself. (Exodus 19:4) 

■ The Lord is good; his kindness endures forever. (Psalm 100:5) 

■ Christ died at the appointed time for the ungodly. (Romans 5:6) 

■ Cure the sick, raise the dead, cleanse the lepers, drive out demons. Without cost you 
have received; without cost you are to give. (Matthew 10:8) 

Reflection 

■ How do you take this Gospel message to heart? 

■ Is it possible to follow Jesus without helping the defenseless and the least loved? 

■ How have you received help from Jesus? How are you Jesus to those on the margins? 

■ Who are the lepers of the 21 st century? 

This is crucial: we must be converted — and we must continue to be converted! We must let the 
Holy Spirit change our lives! We must respond to Jesus Christ. And we must be open to the 
transforming power of the Holy Spirit, who will continue to convert us as we follow Christ. If 
our faith is alive, the Holy Spirit within us will be aroused again and 
again as we mature as disciples. 

The fruits of evangelization are changed lives and a changed world — 
holiness and justice, spirituality and peace. The validity of our having 
accepted the Gospel does not only come from what we feel or what we 
know; it comes also from the way we serve others, especially the poorest, 
the most marginal, the most hurting, the most defenseless, and the least 
loved. An evangelization that stays inside ourselves is not an 
evangelization into the Good News of Jesus Christ. 1
